made only passing reference to either, 
intimating his intention of addressing 
the legislature later on these and 
other subjects. 
He declared the situation in the 
hard coal region furnished “abundant” 
reason why the state should assume 
and exercise the power of control “it 
unquestionably has over anthracite as 
a public utility.” 
Enforcing Prohibition 
As to prohibition, he said public at- 
' tention is focused as never before on 
the necessity for enforcing the pro- 
{hibition law and “th e public demand 


I for effective action must be obeyed.” 
To the other subjects of his call for 
I the extra session—the New York-New 
I Jersev-Pennsylvania compact 
regu- 
jlatin^ the waters of the Delaware 
Rivet giant power, collection of the 
I state gasoline tax. and banking laws— 
i he gave only brief attention, urging 
'the legislature in each case to enact 
the measures recommended.

Admitting that formerly he favored 
; a toll free bridge over the Delaware 
| River, the governor said further study 
has convinced him it should be paid 
I for by those who use it and should 
be made free only after its cost “has 
I been lifted from the shoulders of the

The executive declared there is “no 
truth and not the slightest approach 
to truth” in charges that the extra 
session was called by him for political J 
reasons. As to its cost, he said this 
can be met “more than twenty times” ' 
if measures to aid in collecting the 
gasoline tax and to provide for tolls ' 
on the Philadelphia-Camden bridge are | 
enacted. 
He took cognizance of “threats” !

I mediately or delay action until after 
the spring primary—and, expressing 
his refusal to believe these will be 
attempted, he said: “No General As­ 
sembly of the Commonwealth of Penn-, 
Sylvania would so forget its duty as j 
even to consider showing such con- j 
tempt for the people.” 
Probe Departments 
Reports that it would launch in- { 
vestigations of the executive depart-1 
ments he admitted have reached him. J 
and he said the administration “will 
be the last to raise objection to any : 
such investigation.” 
Nearly two-thirds of his. message 
was devoted to "clean elections” and 
an appeal for the enactment of laws 
and amendments to halt “vote steal­ 
ing” which he declared has been car­ 
ried on systematically by “political 
gangsters.”

the Republican party included. 
“If I had called the extra session 
for political reasons, as in fact I did 
not, that would clearly have been 
wrong. 
It would be equally wrong 
for you to play politics with the needs ; 
and interests of the people of this 
Commonwealth in the legislation upon 
which your action will be required, j 
The people have a right to a fair con-1 
sideration and an honest decision upon , 
these matters, and no hostility to the I 
governor, no personal interest, no po-: 
litical advantage can be or will be; 
accepted in excuse for any other!
